Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


At this season of the year the question of acreage and the 
probable cost of the coming season’s crops—or we might more 
correctly say the certain cost of the crops as demanded by the 
growers is usually uppermost in the minds and the talk of all 
canners. This year, however, marks a change in this sentiment 
to an appreciable.extent. Of course the demands of growers 
are being spoken of, and some canners are contracting for their 
acreage, but this is not true of the bulk of the canners, at least 
so far as contracting for acreage. 

Nearly all canners are ‘‘blue’’ to say the least. The sight 
of the goods on hand in most cases, and the fact that their 
equivalent is not in bank, is causing almost all of them to give 
pause and to think seriously. A great deal of talk as to what 
will be paid the growers during the season is heard, and with it 
the addition that the growers seem to have gone as a body into 
one of the Granges and are all holding for high prices Then 
from the Peninsula come private reports that the Granges are 
holding for $9.00 per ton on tomatoes, which is the equivalent 
of 15c. per 34 basket. This the canners protest they will not 
pay, for the very good reason that there seems no possibility of 
getting the money back. With 7oc. futures in evidence, and 
the growing requirement of well filled cans, it is not easy to 
figure anything but a loss at such figures for acreage. There 
have been some contracts placed at $7.00 per ton, and some sec- 
tions where this banding together of the growers has probably 
not taken place are on this basis. Many growers in that section 
are said to be anxious to contract, but the canners are not sign- 
ing, and it cannot be said the growers are very anxious. Other 
crops are paying better they claim, so the situation on the grow- 
er’s side is not a bothersome one. 

Still other sections have an $8.00 rate in force, and such 
contracts as are made are all on that basis; and it is safe to say 
this will be the price throughout this section during the coming 
season. We cannot see why the farmers should not be satisfied 
with this amount, and do not see that other crops can pay them 
better. Figured on an average of 5 tons to tlie acre, and this is 
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about the amount, an acre will yield $40.00, and to do as well 
with corn for instance, the growers would have to get nearly 
70 bushels to the acre figured at 60c. per bushel to beat it, and 
they cannot get much over half that amount of corn to the acre. 
There may be some other special crops that will exceed tomatoes 
at this figure, but there are not many, and we believe the grow- 
ers are commencing to think so. 

If we are correctly informed, and we have it on the best of 
authority, there are some canners carrying practically a full 
pack. These men are rightly commencing to figure that it is 
better to hold these goods until next fall and not pack any this 
season, rather than to sell at the below cost prices now prevail- 
ing and put more money into new goods, the outcome of which 
is by no means certain. We say they are rightly figuring in 
this; for what is the use of sacrificing these goods, as they 
would have to do, and then going into further debt during the 
coming season, when there is no certainty of prices that will 
make up the loss, The one thing certain is that if they cannot 
make a profit on these goods at present prices, they will cer- 
tainly not make more money by adding a new lot to them during 
the coming season ; and as they now have their money in these 
goods they can equalize interest charges by holding them and 
they will stand a better chance to get good prices next fall. 
It would seem to be the part of wisdom to hold and not pack. 

On the other hand we have heard of several canners who 
went into the market this week to clean up their holdings, and 
that several lots of some one to two thousand cases have been sold 
as below the market quotations. In fact, there has been an 
immense amount of goods changed hands since the first of the 
year, and all at low figures. Jobbers seem to be taking them 
only at concessions, and all offers are at below the quoted figures. 
In addition these jobbers are making much of all such sales— 
repeating them over and over as if immense amounts were chang- 
jng hands. 

What is true of tomatoes is also largely true of corn. Some 
holders appear to have grown tired of holding and are throwing 
good blocks into the unwilling market. Demand is light and for 
only small quantities, and any good sized lots are moved at low 
figures. If it would pay to hold tomatoes it ought just as well 
pay to hold corn. There are some large blocks of it in canners 
hands; but it is certain the jobbers are not carrying any. This 
is the condition with all lines of canned goods—but though the 
jobbers are light on all these and know they can use the goods 
they cannot be induced to stock up. They are constantly seek- 
ing lower prices. 

The great feature of the whole business is that retailers con- 
tinue to sell tomatoes at 1oc. aslo west—excepting occassional 
special sales—up to 12c. the can. So the ‘‘dear public’ receives 
absolutely no benefit from the present low prices, and the goods 
do not go out as rapidly as they should under these condition. 

Peas continue to show a slight improvement in the inqtiry 
and some business it being done. The acreage on this article 


promises to be about the same as last season, though possibly a 
little less. Stocks of these are not so large as in the other two 
staples. 

Fruits in general are receiving very little attention, and the 
market is very quiet. This is the condition of the general can- 
ned goods markets for all other articles, and changes are few and 
far between. 

In canners metalsthere is nothing new to report. Can 
companies are hustling for orders, and the box companies are 
puzzled why business cannot be closed up. The reduction in the 
prices of solder should have ‘brought out some orders, and pro- 
bably did. The full market reports can be found on their re- 
gular pages. 


New Y ork Market 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, March 23.—Considerably more interest has de- 
veloped in certain articles during the week past, notably insome 
grades of salmon, and a few of the vegetables have also shown 
added interest and in some instances increased activity. Most 
buyers are beginning to realize that they must prepare for their 
spring business and they are acting accordingly. The sale of 
nearly all varieties promises to be heavier during the next few 
weeks, and retailers are indicating something of what may be 
expected from them. The heavy consuming season is practical- 
ly here. Buying will have to begin very shortly unless retailers 
are heavier stocked than seems probable. Under these conditions 
it may be said that a better feeling prevails, and while this hasn’t 
extended so far as the regulation of prices to any considerable 
degree, still there is a sense of improvement which must event- 
ually bring about better prices. It takes. time for the market to 
recover from virtual stagnation, but that it is recovering seems 
certain. That its recovery will be hastened by the improvement 
already made is equally certain. Hence there is more encourag- 
ing prospects ahead for holders, and dealers anticipate better 
business in all varieties. 

Tomatoes—The market is better, so far as local conditions 
are concerned, and trade has improved proportionately. No 
full standard Maryland 3s are now quoted less than 65c regular 
terms f. o. b. factory. It seems, however, that packers are ex- 
erting insistent pressure to sell, but in most instances the ideas 
of holders are firmer and it is difficult to obtain a figure below 
65c regular terms f. o. b. factory. Buyers are picking up lots 
offered below this figure, provided quality any where near ap- 
proaches the standard required. Considerable fair standard 
stock is offered at 62'%4c here. Ordinary grades of No. 2s are 
sold down to 42%c regular terms f. o. b. factory, but full stan-

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Gallons are quiet, with sales made in the range of $1.80 a 2.00 
for Marylands and $2.00 a 2.20 for New Jerseys. Futures are 
firm within the range of 70a 75c regular terms f. o. b. factory 
for full standard 3s. Packers are not urging sales at these quot- 
ations and buyers are showing no disposition to take hold in any 
considerable degree here. Some Virginia pack is offered down 
to 67%c regular terms f. o. b. factory for No. 3s. 

Corn—The market is a shade more active for cheap stock 
aud a good deal of business has been done here and there, chief- 
ly in comparatively small lots. Southern Maine style pack, or- 
dinary quality, is offered at 47% a 5oc regular terms f. o. b. 
factory. Some holders are firmer on the better grades. Fancy 
state corn is steady, but other grades aresomewhat slow. Maine 
is unchanged for futures and sales have been made during the 
week up to goc. It is said that some shading has been done, but 
it is not stated how extensive this shading has been. Western 
corn is firmer under a slightly increased demand, principally for 
the better grades. 

Peas—The local market is steady and buying is on a fairly 
liberal scale within the range of 65 a 7oc here for fancy. Not 
much is done in futures at the reduced opening prices. 

Asparagus—Holders are a shade more confident on tips and 
offerings are chiefly from second hands. No prices on futures 
have yet been announced and if they have been made no one 
here knows about it. 

Spinach—Demand is fair at 62% a 65c for standard 2s, 77% 
a 8oc for standard 3s and $2.65 a 2.70 for gallons. 

Peaches—An easy tone has developed in California pack 
and a good deal of pressure is exerted to sell the lower grades. 
Buyers show little inter:st, believing that they will be able to 
secure more favorable prices later. Southern pack is steady as 
quoted. 

Apricots—The market is easy, with some pressure to sell 
the lower grades noted. Holders are pressing sales in some 
quarters and it would be possible to shade quotations on large 
lots. 

Plums—Business is light and concessions are possible if they 
will bring orders. Conditions are not favorable and holders are 
ready to offer all sorts of inducements'to purchasers. 

Cherries— Buyers are more or less indifferent and sales are 
made at concessions in a number of instances. Business is done 
in a small way at present, most buyers expecting more favorable 
prices later. 

Apples—State gallons are a little firmer and fancy stock is 
held at $2.50 here: Not much business outside of the regular 
routine of demand is done. 

Pears—A fair local demand is noted, though it is chiefly for 
small lots. Holders are ready to sell at slight concessions in 
some instances. 

Pineapples—A good jobbing interest is reported and the 
market is a shade firmer in Singapore offerings, while all others 
remain substantially the same. Conditions in other grades are 
unchanged. 

Salmon—Spot red Alaska talls are firm in the range of $1.30 
a 1.35 here with a good, steady business in all offerings as quoted. 
Spot medium red is a shade firmer with $1.17% inside quoted on 
most offerings. Offerings of red and medium from tne coast are 
sparingly made. The supply is running low. No lots are 
quoted for shipment below $1.25 f. o b. on one-pound talls in 
red Alaska. Spot chinook is firm, with sales a shade heavier. 
Spot sockeye is steady, under light supplies. A fair offering of 
halves is noted. Pink is a little easy, but a shade more buying 
interest is noted. Less pressure to sell from second hands is re- 
ported. 

Sardines—The market is firm at $2.70 for quarter-oils and 
$2.55 for three-quarter mustards both f. 0. b. Eastport. Onlya 
little of the 1908 pack is left. The new packing season opens 


April 15, but it is figured that substantially everything will be 
exhausted before the new pack is ready for distribution in suffi- 
cient quantities to make a market. 

Lobster—The market is steady, even though sales have been 
light. It is difficult to sell at the high prices asked and business 
is limited by these more or less unfavorable conditions.

SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO ‘‘ THE TRADE.”’ 


CuHIcaGo, March 24, 1909. 

Maine Packers.—At this period of the year Chicago enjoys 
an influx of Maine canned corn packers. They come in num- 
bers and work hard for the business they get. They all agree 
before they leave home as to the price, which this season was 
fixed at goc. f. 0 b. Maine points, for fancy corn and then they 
shade the price judiciously just enough to get the business. 
The Burnham & Morrill Co. set the price and the rest get as 
near that price as they can. 

We hear occasionally of a buyer holding that corn packed 
elsewhere is just as good as fancy Maine corn, and that he is 
successfully substituting some other packing for it. He is either 
deceiving you or himself. A man once said, ‘‘God, no doubt, 
could have made a better berry than the strawberry, but He 
never did,’’ and so it is with Maine canned corn. 

The Country Gentleman Fad.—For a number of years 
there has been prevalent a fad for ‘‘Country Gentleman’’ corn. 
It being a small, compact deep grained seed which processes 
usually a bright white color in the can, but the fad is subsiding.

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Consumers have 7 to learn am buyers likewise, that it 
is devoid of flavor unless gathered, handled and packed with 
great care. It is particularly liable to turn hard quickly, and 
when it is a little too hard it is liable to pack or solidify in the 
can and to show flat sours on that account. It is a hard, flinty 
grain and is apt to prove so in the can. Much poor corn under 
this name has been marketed in the West in ten years past, and 
people are pulling away from it as a fad. 

There are several packers who have, by extreme care and 
watchfulness, established a good reputation for such corn, but 
many others, imitators, have by their carelessness helped to 
destroy the esteem it was once possessed of. It is going out of 
fashion. 

Ethics of Canners.—Our friend from Delphi, Indiana, has 
written a splendid letter to THE TRADE, which appeared in the 
last issue, but seems, as is customary with the canners, to con- 
tinue to put all the responsibility for depression of values and 
consequent degradation of qualities upon the buyers for whole- 
sale houses. I suppose that most packers who read this paper 
know that I am a canned goods buyer for a wholesale grocery 
house and that I recognize that my occupation and its continu- 
ance and growth depends upon the growth and continuation of 
the canned goods industry. Even beyond that consideration I 
love the business because it is my trade or profession, and I 
have studied it as a physician has his materia medica or a soldier 
his manual of arms. 

I may possibly look upon the industry which has for its 
purpose the preservation of the food supply of the world from 

‘a different view than others, but I cannot help regarding it as 
one of the highest and most responsible occupations of life. 

I admire a careful, painstaking, honest canned goods 
packer who is jealous of the reputation of his label and the 
quality of his product as he is of his personal honor, with all 
my heart. 


I despise the slob packer who puts up whatever comes to 
his hand to sell, regardless of quality, merit or neatness, for he 
is an enemy to the industry and a disgrace to his calling. I 
have never made any money beyond a fair living out of being a 
canned goods buyer, salesman and writer, but I have done all 
the good I knew how, and as little harm as I could to the great 
industry of which I am a disciple. 

I am not the only fellow who has worked for its upbuilding 
without thinking of the pecuniary reward that should come 
from his efforts; E. S. Judge gathered no fortune, Frank 
Barrett of ‘‘The American Grocer’’ is of modest means, 
O. L. Deming of the ‘‘National Canner’’ has doubly earned and 
cheerfully spent all the dollars he ever made, and all these men 
and others have done herculean work for the upbuilding of the 
industry. 

I look upon a beautifully packed can of fruit or vegetables 
as an art lover does upon a fine statue or picture, and I honor 
and admire the man who has packed it, and to conclude I write 
all this sentiment, which any canned goods man who is in the 
business merely for the money there is in it, might justly desig- 
nate as ‘‘slush,’’ merely to show my attitude and to justify the 
position I take when I say that a canned goods packer should, 
in his pride of profession and breadth of sentiment, rise above 
mere financial considerations and make known to others any 
process which he may have discovered which will help those 
engaged in the same business to improve and perfect their 
product. Swift wrote that ‘‘He who could cause two blades of 
grass to grow where only one grew before would deserve well 
of mankind,’’ or words to that effect, and it still stands for true 
altruism. 

Fully Determined.—Retail grocers are determined not to 
buy futures in canned goods and are taking hold of the signa- 
ture end of a future contract with great hesitation and reluctance. 

Canned Tomatoes.—The market is unchanged from last

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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by our 
Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN Francisco, CAL., March 20th, 1909. 

There is an improved demand to be noted at the present time 
for almost all kinds of canned goods and it is predicted that by 
the commencement of April there will be a heavy trade in these 
lines. Clear weather has ruled here for the past three weeks 
and the result has been that work is starting on enterprises all 
along the Coast and labor is finding more chances of employment 
every day. This means an increased demand for staple lines and 
a firmer feeling is now being shown in these although there are 
no advances to be noted. The Alaskan demand will commence 
in April and already buyers for the large companies are making 
inquiries for stock. More attention will be paid by local dealers 
to this trade than has been the case during the past three years 
and a determined effort is being made to regain some of the trade 
that was lost at the time of the fire. 

The chief event of the past week in canning circles has been 
the naming of prices on the 1909 pack of asparagus by the Cen- 
tral California Canneries, 1 Drumm street. This company has 
taken the lead in regard to setting the prices on this vegetable 
for several years and the figures put forth by it are usually fol- 
lowed by the other concerns engaged in putting up this article. 
The writer lost his list of records in the great fire and is not in 
a position to speak authoratively but from the best of his recol- 
lection the prices named this season are the lowest of any in the 
past six years. They are considerably lower than those of last 
season and the year before as can be seen by an inspection of the 
accompanying table:

Highly favorable news continues to come from the growing 
districts and the pack this season is expected to run largely to 
high grade goods. There are those among the canners who state 
as their opinion that there will be a lessened pack of white asp- 
aragus as the high waters have not permitted proper cultivation 
and hilling of the vegetable. The grass promises torun to large 
sizes however, and a heavy pack of greens is to be expected. 
The low prices that have been quoted will not be to the immedi- 
ate advantage of those among the jobbers who have stocks of last 
season’s pack on hand but it is expected that they will bring 
about a largely increased demand. It is very likely that Cali- 
fornia canned goods will move off during the coming season as 
they did during the past one without much life as regards the 
purchasing of futures. No rush is expected by asparagus can- 
ners for stock for future delivery but this will not deter them 
from going ahead and making as large a pack as possible. De- 
liveries of cans are now being made to the different canneries and 
operations will commence on a large scale about the first of April. 
Fresh asparagus is now coming into the local market in large

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quantities and it may be necessary to start canning here within 
a short time to take care of the surplus that is likely to gather. 


The California Fruit Canneries Association recently named 
prices on its Del Monte brand of canned peas and now follows by 
quoting prices on the 1909 pack of No. 2 petit pois, $1.75 per 
dozen and extra sifted, $1.20 f. o. b. San Francisco. The new 
pack will be ready for delivery in May and it may be some weeks 
yet before prices are named on the lower grades. 


It was thought that all Alaska red salmon in first hands in 
San Francisco with the exception of one brand held by the 
Alaska Packers Association had ~been disposed of but Frank 
Peterson states that he still has a car load left. Hesold his brands 
at $1.20 per dozen until a short time ago when he raised the 
price on the remainder to $1 25 and anticipates having no diffiu- 
culty in disposing of the balance at that price during the coming 
month. Active preparations are being made by all the canning 
companies operating out of this port for the coming season and 
one vessel, the Star of France of the fleet of the Alaska Pack- 
ers’ Association will leave this week for northern waters with 
a cargo of canning supplies. One feature that is especially 
pleasing to canners this season is that there is no lack of exper- 
ienced men and a satisfactory wage schedule has been framed up 
and accepted by both the union fishermen and the packers. In 


past years there has been trouble of-this character but there ap- 


pears to be no friction at the present time. 


From Seattle comes the news that the fruit and vegetable 
canneries identified with the Washington State Fruit and Vege- 
table Canneries’ Association will curtail their packs during the 
coming season to the extent of about 20 percent. This move 
was decided upon at the annual meeting of the Association and 
was brought about by the fact that the canners still have a large 
amount of canned goods on their hands unsold. Some of the 
canners even have stock of the previous year on hand. A uni- 


form system of grades patterned after those in use in Oregon and 
California were also adopted. 


The report has been circulating here that the California 
Fruit Canners’ Association has made plans to cease dealing 
through jobbers in the Northwest and would in the future seil 
direct to the retail trade. This report is denied by C. H. Bent- 
ley, sales manager of the Association, who declares that there 
has at no time been such an intention. While the Association 
does at times sell some of its brands to the retail trade it is 
through wholesale grocers that the goods are invariably billed. 

Joseph Durney of the Griffith-Durney Co. has left for the 
East and Europe. He expects to be gone about three months. 

A salmon cannery to cost $25,000 is being planned for 
Blaine Wash. by G. I. Wilson of Vancouver, B. C. and E. C. 
Seeley of Blaine. The plant will not be a costly affair as it is 


the intention to operate it for one season only. 


The Chamberlain Canning Company of Bakersfield, Cal. 
held its annual meeting ov March 6th and the following direct- 
ors were elected for the ensuing year: Fred Chamberlain, W. B. 
Proyor, F. L. Sweet, W. C. Chamberlain, and J. B. Chamber- 
lain. The following are the officers: President, Fred Chamber- 
lain, vice-president, W. B. Pryor, secretary, J. B. Chamberlain. 
It was decided to pack olives this season as there is now a con- 
siderable acreage of olives in the vicinity of Bakersfield. The 
outlook for the 1909 crop of fruit in the lower end of the San 
Joaquin Valley is declared to be not so promising as last year.

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TRADE WITH ECUADOR. 
On Equal Terms, American are Preferred to European Goods. 


In answer to communications from Chicago, Galveston and Harris- 
burg, Consular Agent George D. Hedian furnishes the following informa- 
tion concerning trade conditions in Esmeraldas, and what Americans must 
do tc win their way in that northern part of Ecuador : 

In any efforts to secure trade at this port it is necessary to know of 
what that trade consists, and whither it goes and whence it comes. 

The exports of Esmeraldas mainly consist of ivory nuts, cocoa and 
rubber, with lesser quantities of hides. The ivory nuts go to Hamburg, 
Genoa, and New York, and the other products to the same places, with the 
addition of London, which precedes New York. 

The principal imports and whence imported are as follows: Flour, 
shoes, kerosene and lard from the United States ; cotton prints and muslins 
from England, Germany, Italy and the United States; rice from Peru and 
India via Hamburg; potatoes and onions from Peru, and recently from 
California ; CANNED GOODS from the United States and Germany; cordage 
and patent medicines from the United States. 

The exporters and importers here, very generally, prefer to do busi- 
ness with the United States, but say that American firms will not extend 
the same credits as European firms gladly offer. The merchants, accord- 
ing to custom, are obliged to give six and nine months’ credit to their 
customers ; hence they must buy on the same terms, and while aware of 
the fact that they pay higher prices for the goods, they do not object 
thereto. The American market is near and the styles are preferred, bnt 
the Europeans dominate the business because they conform to methods 
that can not be changed. There is no reason why American firms can not 
enter the market on the same terms. The precautions taken in extending 


credits 1n the United States can be taken here with no greater risks than 
there ; probably the losses here would be less, proportionately, than in the 


United States, for mercantile failures here are rare. 

The exporter, through his broker, sells his ivory nuts to New York, 
Hamburg, and Genoa, near which cities there are button factories, and his 
cocoa where the chocolate factories have their buyers. There are no exports 
of hides to the United States. 

Flour is brought from California in German steamers. Flour has re- 
cently been brought from New York, at higher prices and greater freight 
rates, because for a time there was a ban on_imports from California on 


account of the bubonic plague in San Francisco. Sugar has recently been 
imported from Central America. 

The only furniture imported, and that not in large quantities, is com- 
mon cane-seated chairs, knocked down, faom New York; bentwood chairs 
from Austria; and single fron beds, with red canopies for mosquito netting, 
of English and German manufacture. 

If correspondence were opened with the importing firms here by 
American dealers in flour, sugar, rice, cotton goods, etc., business could be 
done, but they will doubtless find that they must provide a market for the 
products exported from here and meet the European offers of credit. 


Evaporating and Stuffing Prunes in Germany. 


Consul-General Richard Guenther, of Frankfort, transmits the follow- 
ing relative to preserving prunes, etc., in Germany: 

The processes of preserving the fruits for fruit confections in Germany 
are regarded as secrets and can not be described. Among the methods 
deemed superior to those in use by others are the processes employed by a 
firm of Oppenheim, in Hesse, whose product American fruit preservers have 
been unable to equal. This house makes a specialty of the so-called ‘‘Kais- 
erpflaumen,’’ which are packed in boxes ranging from one-fourth to 5 kilos 
(kilo=2.2 pounds). For the stuffed prunes a certain variety of blue plum, 
the Buchler, is used. These plums are pitted, preserved in sugar, and then 
one is placed within another to preserve, as far as possible, the original 
shape of the fruit. 


Bellefontaine, Ohio, is in hopes that the proposition as set 
forth by J. H. Kidwell will be accepted by those looking into 
the advisability of building a cannery here. 


Green Bay, Wis.—At the annual meeting of the Green Bay 
Canning Co. the same directors were re-elected except that H. 
Gothe succeeds Fred Rahr, resigned. Mr. Fred. E. Hulbert re- 
mains as Manager. 


Fairchild, Wis.—The Lange Canning Co. of Eau Claire has 
offered to move its factory to this town if the business men will 
pay the moving expense, and it looks as if they will.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Spring is here according to the Almanac man, and it would 
certainly seem so when lower Delaware reports peach, cherry 
and other trees in bloom, and flowers out. 


As far as flowers go, though, if spring depended on them 
we could have claimed spring commenced in Baltimore in Feb- 
ruary, for in one of our public squares one of the shrubs was in 
flower in February. It’s a warm town. 


Is it not about time we knew where the next annual Con- 
vention is to be held? We were told at Louisville that the 
committee would announce the place in six weeks. Time’s up, 
gentlemen ! 


The canners are beginning to look things squarely in the 
face ; and are commencing to show a desire ‘‘to take the bull by 
the horns’’ with respect to the evils that are besetting the indus- 
try ; whether these evils be real or imaginary. And it is adver- 
sity that has worked this change. Adversity is a wonderful 
teacher, because she sometimes leaves scars to recall the forget- 
ful scholar to the occasion and the results. May these scars 
long endure. 

If canned goods had continued to sell with unabated energy 
during the past year as they did in the two preceeding years, 
would we ever have heard such talk of a Board of Publicity, of 
the necessity to make the goods conform to the high claims 
made for them ; of the advantage of closer association, or all the 
other good methods to bolster up and protect the canned goods 
industry. We certainly would not ! 


You undoubtedly read Mr. Guirl’s remarks on the Western 
Packer’s Canned Goods Association meeting, published last 


week, and if you did you must have been surprised at what 
great advancement there is possible in the industry. Mr. Guirl 
intentionally or inadvertently drew a clear picture of the canned 
goods situation today, when he showed you the chaotic condi- 
tion of the lumber business before it was taken in hand by busi- 
ness men in a business like way. But he did more; he showed 
how the revolution could be brought about. Only last week we 
were shown by a canner well known in the business how he has 
been ruined through the unsettled—the ‘‘every man a law unto 
himself’’ condition, as Mr. Guirl terms it. He had always 
packed fine goods, goods that drew the highest praise from the 
retailers and jobbers who used them ; and yet because there was 
no uniform method or business-like system of grading or judg- 
ing the goods he had been charged with excessive reductions on 
the goods delivered, amounting to as much as a hundred dollars 
on a single carload. And this was not done by the buyers or 
jobbers, but by his representative—his broker or commission 
man. 


Some lots were reported sold as many as three times, always 
at a decline from the original price, despite his protest that the 
goods were well up to the mark in his—the canner’s estimation. 
But the broker was bis representative, and of course advised him 
to do the best he could and save further loss. When the final 
purchaser was asked by letter how he liked the goods, an 
answer came speaking of them in the highest terms. Then the 
canner realized too late how he had been ‘‘whipp-sawed.’ It is 
proper to state the goods were ‘‘packed for’’ this commission 
house, the canner’s name did not appear on the goods or in the 
supposed numerous transactions ; but upon the sale of the goods 
it was misrepresented to the canner that owing to the poor 
quality a lower price had to be accepted. The difference was 
pocketed by the commission house. 


We are not presenting this as a new bunco game for it is as 
old as the hills; but it shows clearly what is possible under the 
present lack of all unity in the judging of canned goods. It 
shows how far removed from a proper commercial basis is the 
industry. It emphasizes how necessary the chagne is, and that 
the sooner the canner takes the steps tomake such a deal pos- 
sible the better. 


The question of the necessity for a Board of Publicity has 
been raised in some minds. We want to draw your attention to 
what is done by other lines of business in this way. Some 
years ago in advocating the appointment of a committee to 
ferret out all charges against canned goods, we mentioned the 
fact that the National Confectioners Association have a stand- 
ing offer of $100 to any man who can prove that the product of 
one of their members is injurious, or has injured any one, as 
possibly claimed. They have not paid a forfeit yet; but when 
a ‘‘Poisoned Eating Candy’’ scare head comes out they run it 
down at once. Recently there was such a charge in the Phila- 
delphia daily papers. The world read it and was shocked, but 
the candy men got at it in haste, with the result there appeared 
in the ‘‘Evening Bulletin’ of Philadelphia under date of 
March 23, 1909, the following, with big, black heading. 


CHILD NOT KILLED BY POISONED CANDY, 


CORNER’S INQUEST SHOWS CATHARINE WATSON’S DEATH WAS 
DUE TO GASTRO-ENTERITIS, NOT DRUG. 


DOCTOR MAKES EXPLANATION. 


Gastro-enteritis, or inflammation of the stomach and other 
organs of the body, and not poisonous candy, caused the death 
of Catherine Elizabeth Watson, two years old, at her home, 2321 
S. Woodstock st., on March ro. 


This is what developed from the Coveney’ s mene into the 
death of the little girl to-day. After a number of witnesses were 
heard, Coroner Ford instructed the jury to return a verdict to 
that effect. 

B. J. Watson, father of Catherine, testified that his daught- 
er had been ill for a short time before the day of her death, and 
he said that he bought five cents’ worth of mixed candy, and 
gave s.me to Catherine. The other members of the family also 
ate the candy. Catherine became worse after eating the candy, 
and Dr. C. H. Fritz, of 2212 S. Broad st., was summoned. ‘‘Dr. 
Fritz seemed to think it was poisoned candy that caused the 
death of my daughter,’’ Watson said to-day. 

Frank Paul a detective of the coroner’s office testified that 
he traced the candy from a store at Woodstock and Wolf sts., 
where it was purchased, and learned that the confection was 
made by Brandle and Smith, gth and Dauphin sts. Henry 
Brandle of that firm showed Coroner Ford the recipe for making 
the candy and said that the firm turns out 2500 pounds of that 
kind of candy daily. He declared there was nothing poisonous 
in the candy and that the coloring matter in it was guaranteed 
under the pure food laws. 


NO TRACE OF POISON FOUND. 


Dr. Robinson, the city chemist reported that he analyzed 
the candy and found it free from poison. Then Dr. Wadsworth, 
a Coroner’s physician testified that he examined the body of the 
child and found death was due to gastro-enteritis. 

Dr. Fritz was called to the witness stand and said that he 
never impugned the integrity of the Coroner’s office and did not 
say that he thought the case could be hushed up for a sum of 
money. ‘‘I never said the child died from poisoned candy,’’ he 
declared 


Coroner Ford then instructed the jury how to return a ver- 
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a in this case in with the 
finding of the Coroner’s physician.’’ John C. Bell represented 
Dr. Fritz. 


That is just exactly what the canners should do. ‘Take up 
ever statement that hurts their business, prove it false and de- 
mand a correction as is done here. If you do not fight for your 
own, the world will judge you guilty; and it will be impossible 
to increase the consumption of canned goods under such con- 
ditions. 

You should not hestitate one moment to contribute a share 
to this Publicity Campaign. Anddon’t say that it will not bene- 
fit you. It will. There is not an action affecting the industry 
one way or another that you do not share in; you cannot help 
contributing your percentage. So get in line; send a letter to 
the Board and help the good cause along. Bea booster not a 
knocker. 


Sulphur Sprays for Blister Mite. 
F. H. Hall. 


Five years ago the blister-mite was almost unknown to apple growers 
of western New York. Today it is second only to San Jose scale as a topic 
for discussion where orchardists meet. The damage caused by this pest 
has undoubtedly been overestimated in some cases; the danger from it is 
not to be compared with that from scale, but the peculiar spotting of the 
leaves and their unhealthy yellow appearance can not fail to attract atten- 
tion in any affected orchard. Premature dropping of the leaves must 
diminish the vigor of the tree and lessen its productiveness the second sea- 
son, if not the first, and the reduction in size of the fruits and their distor- 
tion when directly attacked by the mites are very evident damages. The 
mite has spread rapidly in the past three years and is now quite common 
in orchards generally throughout the principal apple-growing counties of 
western New York. It is impossible to estimate closely the damage done 


by the mite, since injuries from other causes like poor drainage, insect

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of the mite or combined with it. Many careful fruit men, however, believe 
that their orchards have been, or are liable to be, so much injured by the 
pest that they must adopt some repressive measures against it. In Bulletin 
No. 283, the effectiveness of oil emulsions, miscible oils and sulphur washes 
against the mites was clearly shown. The present bulletin is to emphasize 
the merits of the sulphur wash, in particular, for this purpose, and to con- 
firm the belief that spraying is desirable, practicable, cheap and effective 
as a means of control of the mites. 


TESTS OF SPRAYS. 


In the planned experiments four orchards were treated, one owned by 
the Station and three by others who co operated in the tests. Experiments 
were also made, not under Station direction, by owners of eleven other 
orchards. These volunteer experiments are especially valuable as showing 
the practicability of treatment for mites. Each of these orchards was quite 
seriously infested before treatment and in each case the result was such 
decided lessening in numbers of the mites that the injury to foliage or 
fruit was reduced to a minimum. 

In the Station orchard comparison was made between sulphur washes 
(both home-made and commercial preparations), miscible oil and kerosene 
emulsion. These tests were made both on parallel plats through the orch- 
ard and on parts of individual trees treated by thirds, fourths or fifths as 
necessary to accommodate the mixtures compared, reserving a check sec- 
tion on each tree. Fall and spring spraying were also tested side by side. 

In none of the other orchards was the treatment so varied, but in 
twelve of the fifteen, the lime-sulphur wash was given a good test with 
excellent results; in the other three, miscible oils or kerosene emulsion were 
used. In most of these orchards, unsprayed areas or trees were left; and 
on these or on orchards of neighbors, the work of the mites was much 
more noticeable than on sprayed sections. On treated trees, as a rule, only 
scattered leaves showed spotting, the main body of foliage was green and 
vigorous and in some cases the leaves were apparently larger than those 
on unsprayed trees. Pimpling and distortion of the fruit were almost 
wholly prevented. The spraying often so improved the foliage that the 
contrast between treated and check areas was plain, even at considerable 
distances from the orchards. 

In the cases where comparisons were made, particularly in the Station 
orchard, little difference in effectiveness was to be detected between the 
different sprays. Marked differences were found, of course, in the effect 
in the various orchards; but these variations were usually due to the 
diverse standards of spraying held by those who made the applications. 


In one case only about one and one-half gallons of wash was applied to a 
tree, in others five, while in most cases seven or eight were thought neces- 
sary for good treatment, and in one case ten gallons was used. Even with 
the minimum applications decided reduction of the mites was secured. 


HOME-MADE CONCENTRATED SULPHUR WASH. 


A new feature in these tests was the use of concentrated sulphur washes, 
both commercial and home-made. These compared favorably with the 
ordinary boiled washes, and they possess some merits which recommend 
them. The home-made concentrated wash, in particular, should be widely 
tested by orchardists for the mites. Its advantages are two. It may be 
prepared in concentrated solutions to be diluted as needed ; and it has no 
coarse sediment to clog the nozzles and to cause the rapid wearing out of 
the packing, lining and other parts of the pump. This mixture and the 
commercial preparations now enable many of our fruit growers to use a 
sulphur wash, who for the reasons given have refrained from using this 
spray as prepared by the old method. 


FORMULA FOR BOILED-LIME SULPHUR ,WASH. 


Place the lime and sulphur in the cooking receptacle containing about 
fifteen to twenty gallons of water. Stir the mixture frequently and boil 
for one hour. Add water to make the required amount of wash and strain 
through a fine brass wire strainer into the spraying tank. Applications 


, should be made while the wash is warm. 


FORMULA FOR HOME-MADE CONCENTRATED LIME-SULPHUR WASH. 


Slake the lime in the cocking receptacle ard stir in the sulj hur, 
which has been made into a thin paste with water. Add enough water to 
make about 45 gallons of mixture, which should be boiled for one or more 
hours. After the cooking is completed allow the wash to stand until the 
sediment has settled to the bottom, when the clear, brownish liquid should 
be drawn off. To this add water, if needed to make the required 50 gallons 
of concentrated solution. 

For use, dilute the concentrated sulphur solution at the rate of five 
gallons of the liquid to 45 gallons of water. To every barrel, of 50 gallons 
capacity, of the diluted spray, add from 1o to 15 pounds of lime, made into

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a paste. The addition of the lime is not necessary, but by its use the trees 
are given a whitewashed appearance, which enables farmers to judge better 
of the thoroughness of their spraying. This mixture may be used immedi- 
ately after cooking, or may be barreled, to be drawn on as occasion 
requires. A greater dilution than that recommended may perhaps be 
employed in spraying for the mite. To avoid the loss of sulphur, the sedi- 
ment that remains after drawing off the concentrated solution should be 
boiled over again with fresh lime and water, and the liquid used to start 
fresh preparations or for purposes of dilution. 


COMMERCIAL LIME-SULPHUR PREPARATIONS. 


During the past year, a number of these preparations have appeared on 
the market. Two of the most widely advertised have been quite exten- 
sively tested in various Station experiments with the blister-mite, and at 
the strength employed, one part to nine parts of water have proven very 
efficient remedies. A number of volunteer experiments have reported 
equally satisfactory results. Fruit growers who have heretofore refrained 
from using the lime-sulphur wash for the mite, because of the trouble of 
making and the expense of a suitable cooking outfit, may now use one of 
the commercial brands. Usually some lime paste should be added to these 
preparations, as without it, it is difficiilt to tell how thoroughly the appli- 
cations have been made. 

Applications of the lime-sulphur wash may be made in the fall after the 
majority of leaves have fallen or in the spring until the buds commence to 
break and to show the tips of the young leaves. Treatment should not be 
made later than this as the sulphur sprays are very destructive to the tender 
foliage and the mites may have gained entrance into the leaves, where they 
would be beyond the reach of the mixtures: If it is desired to treat the 
trees in the spring, the usual spraying at this time with the bordeaux mix- 
ture is unnecessary. By following this plan the work of spraying for the 
mite is greatly simplified, and for this reason itis generally preferred by 
orchardists. Libera] quantities of the sulphur wash should be applied and 
the trees after treatment should have the appearance of being completely 
whitewashed.

to section ten (10) of the act of Congress aforesaid, that it be permitted to 
pay the costs of said libel proceeding and to execute and deliver a good and 
sufficient bond to the effect that such articles shall not be sold or otherwisc 
disposed of contrary to law, and the court being fully advised and satisfied 
in the premises. 

It is further ordered that upon the payment of the costs in this proceed- 
ing of libel, and upon the execution of a bond to the United States in the 
sum of twelve hundred ($1,200) dollars, with sufficient surety, to be ap- 
proved by the judge of this court, with the condition that said articles shall 
not be sold contrary to law, within ten days herefrom, then the libel proc- 
eeding herein against said articles shall be discontinued and dismissed; 
otherwise the marshall of this district is directed, after first properly label. 
ing said ninety-eight (98) cases of corn and seven hundred and eighty-eight 
(788) cases of beans, to advertise the same for sale in some newspaper 
published in the city of Joplin, Jasper County, Mo., at least fifteen (15) days 
before the day of sale, and sell the same on the premises of said R. A, Clark 
Storage House, 929 Virginia avenue, Joplin, Jasper County, Mo., for cash 
to the highest bidder, and to hold the proceeds of’such sale until further 
orders of this court.

The facts in the case were as follows: 
On or about June 19, 1908, an inspector of the Department 
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of Agriculture found in the possession of the Interstate Grocery 
Company at Joplin, Mo., 100 cases of corn and 788 cases of beans, 
which had been consigned to it by the Bloomington Canning 
Company of Bloomington, IIl., arriving in part at destination on 
the 28th day of March, 1908. The 100 cases of corn, each of 
which contained two dozen cans, were marked and braned ‘‘2d 
dozen, 3-pound Birthday Brand, Extra Quality Hulled Corn.’’ 
The 788 cases of beans, each of which contained two dozen cans, 
were marked and branded ‘‘2 dozen, 2-pound, Birthday Brand 
Extra Quality, Red Kidney Beans.’’ An examination of a num- 
ber of the cans of corn made by the inspector showed that the 
actual gross weight of the cans ranged from 38 to g4oounces. An 
examination of a uumber of the cans of beans showed that the 
average gross weight of the cans was 25 ounces. 


It was evident, therefore, that the goods were misbranded, 
in violation of section 8 of the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 
1906, and on June 22, 1908, the facts were reported by the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture to the Attorney-General, who referred 
them to the United States attorney for the western district of 
Missouri. Libel for seizure and condemnation, under section 
10 of the act, was duly filed in the district court of the United 
States for said district, with the result hereinbefore stated.

Misbranding Of Canned Corn. 


(UNDERWEIGHT. ) 
NOTICE OF JUDGMENT NO. 38. 


Issued March 10, 1909. 

In accordance with the provisions of section 4 of the food and drugs 
act of June 30, 1905, and of regulation 6 of the rules and regulations for 
the enforcement of the act, notice is given that on the 12th day of October, 
1908, in the District Court of the United States for the District of Utah, in 
a proceeding of libel for seizure and condemnation of 1,240 cases of canned 
corn, each case labeled and branded ‘‘2 Doz. 2 lbs. Sweet Corn, Audubon 
Canning Co., Audubon, Iowa,’’ wherein the United States was libelant and 
Fred J. Kiesel Company, a corporation, was consignee and claimant, the 
said claimant having elected not to answer and the case having come on 
for a hearing, the court adjudged the goods misbranded and ordered that 
they be redelivered to the claimant upon the filing by it of a good and 
sufficient bond in accordance with the provisions of section 10 of the act. 

The goods were misbranded when received hy the Fred J. Kiesel Com- 
pany in interstate commerce, in violation of section 8 of the aforesaid act 
for that the brand on each case represented the contents thereof to be 
2 dozen 2-pound cans of corn, whereas in fact the cans contained less than 
2 pounds. 

The facts in the case were as follows: : 

On or about September 19, 1908, an inspector of the Department of 
Agriculture located in the possession of the Fred J. Kiesel Company, a 
corporation, Ozden, Utah, 960 cases, each containing 24 cans of corn, which 
were a part of 1,240 cases consigned to it by the Audubon Canning Company 
of Audubon, Iowa, and received by it on or about the 1sth day of August, 
1908. The said 960 cases of corn were marked and branded ‘‘2 Doz. 2 lbs. 
Sweet Corn, Audubon Canning Co., Audubon, Iowa.’’ An examination of 
a number of the cans of corn made by the inspector showed the combined 
weight of can and contents to be not over 24 ounces avoirdupois. On Sept- 
ember 22, 1908, the facts were reported by the Secretary of Agriculture to 
the United States attorney for the district of Utah and libel for seizure and 
condemnation was duly filed with the result hereinbefore stated.
